cidence, and that tho trims would 
probably havo boon as healthy w ith­ 
out the mound of earth as w ith it. 
Since it has come to bo well recog­ 
nized that m any of the diseases of 
plants, not m erely of the {Kiach trees, 
but of o t h e r trees, are caused by the 
m y celium of a m inute fungus at­ 
tack ing the roots it is not at all un­ 


l i k e l y that this mound of earth OjKir 
ated beneficially by preventing the 
grow th of the fungus which prey s 
on the roots of trims, it is now well 
understood that all plants of a lower 
order of vegetation w hich we know 
as fungi will only grow under a pe­ 
culiar com bination ol circum stances. 
Among other things they m ust bo 
very near tho surface of tho earth, 
and if buried to tho depth they 
would bounder a m ound it is unlik e­ 
ly tha t fungi would find a satisfac­ 
tory home. 
Some will say rig ht here tha t they 
thought bury ing up tho trunk s of 
trees and covering tho surfaco rooks 
w ith oarth was destructive to health, 
but the bury ing by itself is not tho 
reason trues (lio w hen oarth is piled 
over them to a considerable depth, 
but from tho fact tha t tho y oung 
grow ing roots do not get air. Those 
y oung growing roots aro alm ost all 
at tho oxtrem itios, and tho mound 
of oarth around tho trunk would not 
in the slightest degree injure these 
outer rooks. W henever a valued tree 
is som ew hat buried, it is custom ary 
to leave a space around tho trunk , 
perhaps building a dry wall, to keep 
tho oarth from get ting near the trunk , 
but this is net that the earth is in 
jurious, hut to g :v e a chance for Wft 
ter to flew freely down into tho soil, 
ami tho flow of w ater alw ay s loads 
to a flow of air following the waU r 
Those rem ark s aro suggested by 
an article in an agricultural paper 
stating tha t tho apple borer and 
¡Kiaeh borer havo l>oen k ept out of 
tho trunk s of trees by m ak ing a 
m ound of earth around tho trunk s.
